Other Places to be Blown Up After the Corn- 
wall Scandal Dies Out—Carrying Ex- 
plosives in Bibles, Coffins and 
Loaves of Bread—The Meth- 
ods of Mr. Stevens and 
His Co-Patriots. 


In the back room of a Jefferson avenue saloon last 
Thursday a medium Irishman of about- 50 years 
with dark complexion, close cropped black whis- 
kers and mustache, straight black hair and broad 
flat forehead, sat at a table on which were beer and 
liquor glasses, and in a low voice told the admiring 
circle of which he was the center some stories that 
deeply interested and often, indeed, 
thrilled them. They were _ stories of 
dark meetings in Ireland and secret councils, at 
which assassinations were plotted, and where each 
member present was awarded his specific share of 
the blood-letting which was deemed requisite to free 
Erin. The speaker was Denis Carragh, a stone 
mason from Dublin. He was dressed in a auit of 
brown cloth and had a biack silk handkerchief 
knotted in a bow under the loose collar of his dotted 
shirt. 

According to his own statement, made to the gen- 
tlemen present, all of whom were and are Irish 
Nationalists, excepting the Post-Dispatcs reporter, 
who sat back and kept his ears open and his mouth 


shut. 
DENIS CARRAGH IS A DYNAMITER, 


not merely in principle, but in practice. 
The Post-DispatcH reporter was a_iittle 
late in arriving on the scene, but got there early 
enough to hear Mr. Carragh admit that he was one 
of the men concerned in the dynamite explosion 

that wrecked the St. James Club House in London 
last May. There were five altogether, Mr. Carragh 
said. Two were now in America, two in France and 
one still in London or its immediate vicinity. The 
day after the explosion one of the conspirators, a 
man named Tracy, crossed the channel to Calais and 
proceeded to Paris. Four days afterwards Carragh 
left by the same route and at intervals the others 
followed. In France they were taken 
in hand by the Fenian organization 
which has its headquarters there, and 
Carragh and a dynamiter named. O'Connell were 
serit to this country to talk dynamite and work up 
the somewhat flagging condition of Insh affairs in 
America. Judging by what was said, Carragh is an 
emissary of the Paris circle of the Fenians, at pres- 
ent directing all secret operations in the way of 
destroying property and human life in England 
from their headquarters in Paris. 

THE ST. JAMES AFFAIR. 

“We had three tons of dynamite,” said he, **stowed 
away under the walk in front of the St. James Club 
House for five weeks before the order came to touch 
it off. Myself and Dan Martin carried the dynamite 
to the spot and placed it in position. We made more 
than two dozen trips each, and had to be careful in 
uro work although it was night. We had rooms very 
close and had “watchers” set to give us the alarm in 
case any one approached. After we got through 
laying the dynamite, which was strung along in four 
different spots, our work was done, and three other 
men were assigned to fire the fuses. How well they 
did their work you all know. Everything was so ad- 
mirably planned that we could not help making our 
escape, and, tomy mind, the only mistake of the 
whole thing was the delay occasioned by the central 
officers in giving us the word for the firing. But all 
that thing is arranged as I have told you in 
France, and they have their methods of working, 
which so far have proved very successful. I believe 
the delay was occasioned by the appearance of the 
Queen's book, which it was expected would bring 
the crown into some ridicule, as it did. The Paris 
organization takes all effects of this kind into con- 
sideration. Their schemeisto keep England ina 
state of terror, or have the rest of the world laugh- 
ing at it. Popular ridicule and 

PLENTY OF DYNAMITE 

are the maine reliance of our countrymen at pres- 
ent, in their fight for freedom. Have I faith in dy- 
namite? Well, its discovery and application 
are blessings which all true Irishmen will not 
fail to appreciate. Dynamite is a gift of 
God to the Irish. It isthe key to their salvation. 
You may talk about killing innocent men and wo- 
men with it. That kind of talk does well enough for 
London, and you only hear it when the innocent men 
and women of London are killed; but they are starv- 
ing murdering and breaking the hearts of thousands 
of innocent men, women and children in poor Ire- 
land every day, and nobody raises a hand to stop 
the slaughter, or a voice tocry out against it. The law 
of retaliation isthe only one to think of in this in- 
stance. The English are protected in their whole- 
sale murder of the Irish. The Irish must protect 
themselves when they strike back atthe English 
and dynamite is their protection.” 

A gentleman in the dry goods business asked Mr. 
Carragh how dynamite was smuggled into Ire- 
land. 

“We don't have to smuggle it at all,” he answered. 
“There is more dynamite manufactured in Ireland 
to-day thanin any other part of the world. The 
Island is one immense factory of the explosive, and 
there is scracely a man in any of our organizations 
that does not know how to 

MAKE AND SANDLE DYNAMITE. 

The making of it is the least part of our bother. 
It's the moving it around and getting it where we 
want it that troubles us. We haveto resort to all 
sorts of tricks. Some has been carried to England 
in coffins stowed away under real 
corpses that we borrowed for the purpose 
giving the remains decent burial after making use of 
them. A great deal has been carried over in Bibles 
which we scooped out, leaving the edges of the 
leaves and the covers intact, and you wouldn't be- 
lieve it, but there were 1,000 men volunteered at a 
meeting in Dublin one night to carry small quantities 
over in their mouths and secreted in their clothes, 
and even to get their children to do the same—any- 
thing to get the dynamite to the depot we have in 
London. Where's that? Ah, that’s telling, my 
friends, The English detectives have tried hard 
enough to find it, but they have'nt done so yet, and 
what's more, they won't.” 

“In Dublin,” Mr. Carragh continued, “just off 
Sackville street, there is a small bakery shop that 
looks as harmiess as a 2-year-old child. There area 
few cakes and loaves in its window, and inside an 


old gentleman stands ready to sell you whatever you 
want. The ovens, etc..are im back from the shop, 
and four men are kept at work there night and day. 
Innocent and unpretentious as that place is, it is one

get it away—in loaves of bread. The idea was con- 
ceived by asmart young fellow named Pat Harris, 
who invented a small machine for removing the 
heart of a loaf through a half-inch hole in one end. 
The dynamite is filled into the opening and then this 
8 stopped up witha bit of dough. That old man 
behind the counter knows every Nationalist in Ire 
land.and as soon as thepennyis put dows 
for the loafhe can tell right away whether its a 
light oraheavy one you want: The loaves are 
handed over the counter to our agents ane carned to 
a depot in Dublin, where the packages ard made for 
further shipment.’ 

“Wiil there be more dynamite affairs in London? 
the dry goods man asked. 

“Will there!” Carragh repeated “just wait until 
this.Cornwall scandal is atan end. Itis as good 
for Ireland as dynamite. It servesthe purpose of 
the party and as long as it lasts all else will be quiet; 
but let me tell you gentlemen, thatat the last re 
port made to Paris there were fully > 

1,200 TONS OF DYNAMITE PLANTED IN LONDON, 
and ready for the fuse at any moment that the word 
comes to set it off. I can't tell you every spot that 
has been fixed, and you will hear from some of 
hem in the nexttwo months. There are fully, 
forty tons of dynamite around and under the 
railway termiuus at Praed street. I helped myself 
to put some of it down on Eastbourne Terrace while 
awaiting orders for the St. James Club affair. I 
think sixteen tons were put down on London street 
right under the hotel at thisterminus. A large 
quantity has been put down near the Lyceum The- 
ater, where this American actress, Mary Anderson 
is playing tosome of the grandest people in En- 
gland. On Wellington street I stood guard while the 
men were at work, and I think that inside of a fort- 
night ten or eleven tons of dynamite were put 
under the walls of that side of the theater 
and as much more on the Covent Garden 
side. There is dynamite on King street and along 
Wheeler and Gray Eagle streets under the Great 
Eastern Depot, and when I was in New York I 
heard they were tunneling from a private residence 
in Brewer street across Charlies place right under 
the Buckingham Palace. A brother-in-law of mine 
was named as one of the men engaged in the work, 
and that's why I know it is true. He wrote me 
about it. The St. James Palace will be treated i 
the same way. There is some dynamite down on 
Wimpole street, near Cavendish Square, and thete

to a bit of fuse would make great destruction.” 

“Oh, that balloon story, eh? That was

Loxpon, August 9.—A dispatch from Shanghai to- 
day to Reuter’s Telegram states that five vessels of 
the French squadron under Admiral Lespes bom- 
barded and captured the town of Kelung, on the 
Island of Formosa. 

CONFIRMED. 

Paris, Angust 9.—The occupation of Kelung by 

the French is officially confirmed. 
FRANCE MEANS BUSINESS. 

Parts, August 9.—It is stated semi-officially that 
negotiations between Patenotre, the French Minis- 
ter in China, and LA Hung Chang, only resulted in 
an offer on the part of China of illusory indemnity. 
The time given China to accept the French ultima- 
tum expired August 4. France is obliged to support 
her demands by seizing the guarantee. Adriral 
Lespes therefore, August 5, occupied the port of 
Kelung and the coal mines in the vicinity. Pate- 
notre has informed Li Hung Chang that the dura- 
tion of the French occupation depends entirely upon 
the Tsung Li Yamen, which can shorten it by pay- 
ing an indemnity of 80,000,000 francs in ten year 
installments.

A DEAD MEDICAL WRITER. 

Sir Erasmus Wilson, the well known 
writer, is dead, aged 7) years. 

Sir Erasmus Wilson, LL. D., F. R. S., was one of 
the most distinguished men of this century. He 
was born in 1809 and became a member of the Royal 
(‘olleze of Surgeons in 1831. He was successively 
fellow, member of the Council and president of this 
snstitution, the last affice being conferred on him in 
1841. He founded the chair and Museum of Derma- 
tology in the and was its first pro- 
fessor. He also founded the chair 
of pathology in the University of Aberdeen; 
erected the chapel and new wing of the sea-bathing 
infirmary at Margate; built the “Master's House” 
at the Epsom Medical College. and devoted his means 
and labor to other impertant public benefits, 
The honor Knighthood was con 
ferred upon him by Queen Victoria 
in November of 1881, Sir Erasmus Wilson was es- 
pecially distinguished for his researches into the 
diseases of the skin, and he wrote a number of 
books on this and kindred subjects. He foundeda 
quarterly magazine devoted to cutaneous medicine 
and was a frequent contributor to the medical pe- 
riodicals. He was also the author of several books 
on general scientific subjects.

MARSEILLES, August 9.—The area affected by the 
cholera is widening. Yesterday there were five 
deaths at Aries and five at Salin, a village of forty 
inhabitants near Arles. 

THE INTENSE HEAT 
is causing an increase of mortality among the chol- 
era patients. There were six deaths here last night, 
The return of the fugitives to Aries had a bad effect. 
Six deaths occurred in that place in twelve hours. 

At Cette there were seven deaths, at Beziers two, 
at Carcassone two, at Bordeaux one, and at Gigean 
one. Such a panic prevails that parents have fled 
forgetting their children, whom the Sisters of 
Charity are caring for. A soldier from Avignon, 
where several deaths from cholera have occurred. 
died at Algiers. His comrades who accompanied 
him from Avignon have been isolated. At Vogue, in 
the department of the Ardeche, witha population 
of 7), there were five deaths yesterday, and thirty 
are under treatment. Numerous cases of sickness 
supposed to be cholera are reported from other 
points in Ardeche. 

A PRISONERS’ PLOT DISCOVERED, 

A plot to escape has just been discovered amon 
the prisoners at the prison in the Boulevar: 
Chavex. Twenty-five men secured crowbars and 
. files, and arranged a plan to kill the wardens and 
break out. One, however, informed the authori- 
ties and the rest were put in irons. The plot is said 
to have originated in the prisoners’ fear of cholera.

TOO MANY WIVES 


The Bigamist Arrested at Bridgeport, 
Conn., Yesterday. 


_ — 
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Three ot His Victims Have Already Report- 
ed and There is No Telling How Many 
More There Are to Come—An 
Extensive Correspondence. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

Briperport, Conn., August 9.—The triple charge 
of bigamy, forgery and theft has been preferred 
against a dashing looking young man calling him- 
self James Abbott, and claiming this town as his 
home, who was arrested here to-day by Detectives 
Taylor and Arnold, after a search lasting for more 
than a month. Three wives have already been 
heard from and it is thought that other innocent 
young girls have been victimized, but the full extent 
of his criminal record cannot yet be fully deter- 
mined, but enough is known to entitle the accused 
to a lengthy period behind the bars of 4 prison cell. 
Four years ago Abbott was living in this place and 
inthe employ of S. M. Cafe, and while here was 
arrested for a murder committed in Tarrytown. 
He was taken to the latter place, but as there 


was no evidence inst him he was discharged. He 
then went to New York and made the acquaintance 
of Miss Leonard, an actress, whom he married. This 
wasabout two yearsago. At thattime he called 
himself Francis 8. Steyens, and was also known by 
the alias of David H. King. After living with his 
wife a few days he abandoned her. She came here 
in searchof him, but could find nothing of his 
whereabouts. Nothing more was heard of Abbott 
until June last, when he meta Miss Moltenin New 
York, proposed marriage and was accepted. He 
re ~~ himself as a farmer living in Bridgeport 
suburbs. 


THE DAY AFTER THE CEREMONY 
he disappeared, and with him the lady's jewelry and 
money. Hehad also’ forged a check on one of 
Miss.Molten’s brothers for $50 and secured the 
money. He represented his name as Charles 
Stevens. One of Miss Molten's brothers came here 
in search of him, and the police aided him in the 
search, He narrowly escaped arrest while calling 
for his mail, and for soveval weeks after sent a boy 
forit. This morning the boy was. followed toa 
cigar store and Abbott was captured and locked up. 
It was found that he had been living recently at No. 
38S Kast Main street, where the officers 
founda woman who says she is Abbott's wife, 
and has been for the — eleven years. 
He came here six years ago from Tarrytowh. He 
had also been in Chicago, Newark and Yonkers. 
This evening the man made a confessioa admitting 
having married both the women in New York, and 
said that one of the rings taken from him by the 
officers belonged to the woman: another he had 
pawned in New York. It seems, according to his 
story, that the Molten woman advertised in the New 
York Herald and Abbott answered it. He could not 
remember the name of the minister who joined 
them. Just before this marriage he came to this 
city one day with a French woman named 
Wilson and put up at one of our hotels. 
Then he called himself Graham; he did not marry 
this time, he added. Three letters were taken from. 
the post office this morning. Two were addressed 
to David H. King and the other to Charles Stevens, 
care of King. e says he supposes he ought to be 
punished, and is willing to work for the Government 
a little while, then after he comes out he 
WILL LEAD A CHRISTIAN LIFE. 

Abbott has had a large amount of correspondence 
throughout the country, relating to matrimonial 
advertisements. One letter found in his possession 
is from “Mrs. M., 123 Bank street, Newark, 
i ae She is mistrustful, but would 
marry if he suited her, but he must “be 
handsome and furnish references.’ Miss Dora 
Kelly of Plainfield, N. J., ““would not object to mar- 
ry if she was suited.”’ Abbott has been writing let- 
ters every day for the past month.and it is expected 
that he has victimized, other females. In conversa- 
tion with Abbott's Bridgeport wife this evening she 
stated he was a “curious fellow, always falling in 
love with every good looking woman he met. He 
was not to blame, however, as the women were al- 
ways running after him’ on account of his 
looks."" The brother of Miss Molten charges Abbott 
with forgery,bigamy and theft, and he will be taken 
to New York for trial. Molten and his sis- 
ter arrived in New York at 9 o'clock last 
evening. Abbott was taken from the cell into the 
Chief Marshal's room and confronted at the same 
moment with his first wife. Upon entering Abbott 
dropped on his knees and confessed that he had mar 
ried too many wives, The New York wife shook her 
fist athim saying, “Oh you villain, where m,that 
dairy farmand band of music you prothised 
upon my arrival, you contemptible, whelp?’ 
Don't you remember saying, ‘Oh, Maud, you little 
know what a reception awaits your” 

Abbott jumped up, embraced his Bridgeport wife 
and kissed her. She said: **That is a Judas kiss.” 

“No, my dear,” said he; “I will serve my time, 
come outand make you happy.” The New York 
wife wasfurious. Another wile has ap , and 
more are expected to turn up in the case. 


NEARING THE END. 


An Unexpected Move Made inthe Mont- 
gomery Convention To-day.

Montroomery, Mo., August 9.—The Congressional 
Convention of the Seventh District, now in session, is 
composed of men of more than ordinary intelli- 
gence, but they have now ballotted 544 times and 
have been in scssion nearly three 
days, and yet have made no nontination.

One of the gentlemen living at 
that number is authority for the statement a few 
days Oo that there were but three voters livi 
there. The house is in the long row just west o 
Fourteeeth street, and it would puz- 
zie a political economist to figure how thirteen 
men could be accommodated in a residence of that 
size. This discovery is only one of a great many 
that have been made by the anti-ring element of the 
Fifteenth Ward, and they are satisfied that there is 
something very rotten in the additions to the regis- 
tration list, which have been made during the past 
few weeks. That ward, it will be remembered, is the 
home of Joseph McEntire, and at the last primaries 
his ticket was badly worsted. To-day he presents 
Messers. Stonebraker and McAllister, the latter be- 
ing the member of the House of Delegates, who 
figured quite conspiciously in some very interesting 
revelations, and the opposition, or Marmaduke ticket, 
is composed of Col. J. G. Prather and Mr. Ellis 
Wainnght.

Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fifteenth, Kighteenth 
and Twentieth Wards, where the § feel- 
ing of both parties is at fever heat, and it 
is not improbabie thata considerable number of 
personal collisions will occur. Inthe Fourth Ward 
it is very probable that the ring crowd will carry the 
day, as the dissatisfaction growing out 
of the designation of voting places 
and judges will keep many voters 
away. Still, a close watch will be kept, and there 
will be strong ground to support a contest if one is 
determined upon. 

“The Post-VDispatcu,” said Doe McGarry to-day, 
“was altogether too hasty in its strictures upon 
me for my course in the designation of voting 
places and judges.

BELLEVILLE. 


An Insane Man Attempts Suicide — The 
Grand Kally—Notes. 

Henry Harsey, a well-to-do farmer, residing three 

and a half miles east of Belleville, attempted suicide 


about 4 o'clock this morning, by cutting his throat 
witha razor. Harsey has been of unsound mind for 
two years past and was discharged from 
the Insane Asylum at Anna, as cured.

Sheriff Ropiequet deputized Louls and 
George Engler to arrest Harsey and bring him be- 
rore the court to have judgment passed on his san- 
ity. Harsey appeared to be ina quiet mood and en- 
tertained his visitors ailnight. This morning about 
4 o'clock they requested him toaccompany them to 
Belleville after Mrs. Harsey and his children and 
readily consented. Whilst preparations for this 
journey were bei é made Har- 
sey stepped into his house, closed the door, and be- 
fore either of the Englers could follow, pulled out a 
razor and drew the blade across his throat. inflicting 
ahorrible gash extending from eartoear. Lonis 
Engler rashed in on him just as he was about to use 
the razor again, an wrested the weapon 
from him. The wound was hastily 
bandaged and Harsey driven to 
Dr. Schmidt's office in Belleville, Harsey bled 
freely during the trip and was terribly weak from 
loss of blood. The wound was sewed and the phy- 
sician thinks he will recover. <*

THE WEATHER. 


A Phenomenally Cool Month ~~ To-Day's 


Thermometrical Readings. 

This morning there seemed to be considerable 
doubt as to whether an overeoat would not be a 
serviceable garment during the day, and, until the 
sun at noon hegan to warm things 
up in his old way, there were 
frequent exclamations like this: “Never saw 
such weather in August. Quite remarkable indeed.” 
There was some cause for it, as the Signal Service 
thermometer at 6 o'clock registered only 54, while 
up at St. Paul it was three degrees higher. This is 
huni an unusual drop, since in August, 1881, 
1882, and 1883 the lowest record was respectively 
only 63, 57.4 and ®2. The mean temperature 
for the five days ending last night 
was 69.4. This delichtful coolness will be appreci- 
ated when it is recalled that from August 9, 1881, 
there was nearly a week when the Signal Service 
mercury rose above 100. However, the general rire 
reported throughout the West and Northwest indt- 
cates achange to warmer weather, which will be- 
come apparent to-morrow, when the winds will 
shift to southwesterly.

A Young Millionaire. 
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. ASAD DEATH SCENE. 


Particulars of the Accident Which 
Cost James Holland His Life. 


Displaying His Dexterity, the Son Fires a 
Fatal Shot--A Man Who Met Death 
Bravely—The Body and Bereaved 
Family Arrive in Town This 
Morning. 


Mr. Lester Crawford, Deputy Clerk of the United 
States Circuit Court, who left the city last Wednes- 


day night for the purpose of bringing from Spirit 
Lake. lowa, the bereaved family and the remains of 
his late associate, James Holland, who was acci- 
dentally shot by his son near that resort last Tuesday 
evening, arrived home again this morning. Not 
withstanding the length of time which has elapsed 
since the unfortunate accident, Mr. Crawford is the 
first to tell the story of the way in which Mr. Hol- 
land met his death so sadly and suddenly. 

“When I reached Spirit Lake Thursday morning,” 
Mr. Crawford said, “I learned that the 
accident had heppened at the residence of a Mr. 
Beebe, which is situated fifteen miies distant from 
the station at which I had disembarked. ! secured 
abuggy and drove to Mr. Beebe's, where I found 
the body of the deceased and his family, whose ~ 
broke out afresh at my arrival. The body had been 
embalmed and looked very natural. It seems that 
last ay morning Mr. and Mrs. Holland and 
their young son started togetber fora day's shoot- 
ing with Mr. and Mrs. Beebe. The day passed very 
happily, and after supping with their hosts they had 
made the necessary preparations for returning 
home to the Lakeview House, where they were liv- 
ing. Mr. Holiand was standing at the kitchen door, 
and the boy. Louis, was standing in front of the 
kitchen stove, at a distance of about three feet from 

Mr. Holiand was examining his gun, the bar- 
was resting n his left 
arm being lifted. The boy 

EXAMINING HIS GUN, 
a single-barrelled breech-loader, and, turning to his 
father, said: “Papa, I want you to see how quickly 
J can put the shellin.” Without yy his posi- 
tion Mr. Holland glanced towards the boy,who rap- 
idly flung his gun open, tossed in the shell carrtidge 
and snapped it into loaded position. As he did so 
his thumb drew upon the hammer, which fell upon 
the cartridge and exploded it. The weapon was 
pointed directly at Mr. Holland, whose left side was 
fully exposed, and the charge entered his body just 
between the ribs and the hip-bone, tearing a hole 
nearly two inches in diameter. Mrs. Holland was 
seated in the dining-room atthe time and, as the 
weapon's report sounded she heard hor boy screani 
out “Ihave shot papa; | have shot papa. She 
leaped from her seat with the intention of rushing 
into the kitchen when the mortally wounded man 
staggered into the room in search of her and saying 
in a faint voice, “Darling,” “Darling.” He still pos- 
sessed some strength, and when he saw bis wife he 
rushed towards her and caught ber 
in hisarms, kissing ber repeatedly with great tender- 
neas and shaking his head sadiy when he heard stg 

«tions made to search for a doctor, as if indicating 
that he knew too weil that he was beyond all menial 
help. The loving w ife. nerved to unwonted st rength 
by the great excitement, sustained her busband's 
wavering form in her arms for several moments 
after he became unable to stand, but at last friends 
assisted her to lower him gently to the floor. The 
change of-position gave the dying man new strength 
and in a clear and cabin, though not strong, voice he 
began to give his litte tamily bis last counsels. He 
spoke first to his wife and told her to be good to the 
boy they had both loved so dearly and then turned 
to the boy and counseled him to obey his mother and 
to care for her and protect her when he was gone. 
He looked up at Mr. Beebe then and said “Good- 
bye, Beebe, good-bye,” a farewell which his friend 
had difficulty in finding even a whispered tone to 
answer with, Mrs. Holland then leaned 
over her husband and they whis 

vred together for a few minutes. Although 
is growing weakness hindered him from saying 
more it was evident up to aimost the close of the 
PAINFUL SCENE 
that the dyingman was fully conscious of allthat was 
ing on around him, and he repeatedly turned his 
xead and moved his lips in a speechless invitation to 
his wife and child to kiss him once again whiie there 
was stilitime. In about twenty-five minutes he 
ssed peacefully away. 

Mr. Crawford stated that the party which includ- 
ed Mr. Selby’s family aswell as those already men- 
tioned, met the utmost kindess from parties during 
their ae to this city, the railroad authorities 
promising to have Wabash train delayed at Dubu- 
que, if necessary, to secure their arrival in time this 
morning. On arriving here the remains were taken 
at once to mr. Lawnins residence, No. 3109 Morgan 
street, where they will remain until the funeral, 
which will take place there at 3 o'clock to-morrow 
afternoon. No inquest was held at Milford, the au- 
thorities deciding that. under the circumstances, 
no inquiry into the causeof death was necessary.

Although the total stock of wheat in store here 
has increased 141,170 bu during the week, the 
stock of No. 2 red was 19.104 bu smaller this morn- 
ing than last Saturday; withdrawais from elevator 
for past week were 50,014 bu for city milling, 329,174 
bu for railand 151,625 bu for rail shipment. The 
stock of corn has decreased 150,000 bu since last 
Saturday, No. 2 mixed falling off 136,500 bu: week's 
withdrawals were 63,082 bu to city trade, 131,652 bu 
for rail and 105,399 bu for river shipment. Stock of 
oats 2,900 bu smaller than last Saturday, No. 2 de- 
creasing 5,280 bu; withdrawals for week were 21,638 
bu to city, 7.913 to: rail and 26,066 to river.——C. A. 
King and Co.,of Toledo wire Will Smyth: “Move- 
ment thus far this week indicates 1,500,000 to 2,000,- 
000 increase in next visible wheat, and another large 
increase in ocean, making amount in sight larger 
than any Gwen ong year at this time.’’"——-T wo months 
ago—on June 10—Jimmy Neweil marked 8c for year 
wheat.

The question arises—- 
If America gets England short a good tine won't 
she twist ber tailfor her? It has been done before. 
—— While Secretary George Morgan is enjoying the 
summer-laden breezes in Colorado, Assistani Secre- 
tary Dan Whitmore sits in the office with his gas 
stove lighted warming his tosey--poseys. 
-——-Three of the leading traders from the Chicago 
Board of Trade were on the floor to-day in the per- 
son of “Jack’’ Cudahy of Cudahy & Leever, Tom 
Martin of Martin & Bennett and Henry* Town.—— 
Moses Fraley got in this morning on a flying visit 
from Long Branch. He looked hearty and happy 
and was received withjdelight by the “pit” operat- 
ors. Mr. Fraley inaugurated his reappearance by 
buying October wheat. “You haven't turned bull?” 
he was risked. ‘Bull!’ he exclaimed; “‘well I should 
say not. Why, I believe wheat will sell 10 cents 
lower than itisnow. But I'll tell you what, my 
boy, when I see every one selling I believe it’s a good 
time to buy, and Imm just picking up a little wheat 
for an up-turn.’’——Of the inspections to-day about 
one-fifth graded No. 2 out of 277 cars and 14,505 sks, 
but of the ear lots only one-eighth 
went No. 2. A petition was circuu- 
lated in the “flour corner” to-day requesting 
the Exchange board of directors to abolish the grad- 
ing system as well asall standards of flour now 
existing. They make the request after thorough 
consideration and an experience of six years with 
grading. The signers believe to abolish all grades 
would for the best interests of the flour trade. It 
is not intended to doaway with flour inspection, 
which isan absolute necessity, but simply abolish 
grading.——Receipts of wheat to-day were the larg- 
est of the season,so far. Very heavy receipts 
are looked for next Monday.

THE WAR OVER. 

Wherever a strong ex-Confederate can be 
used against the Democratic party the Repub- 
lican party does not hesitate to promote him, 
and no Republican organ withholds from him 
its support. The Republican party is 
now bidding liberally for Confederate influence 
to aid in carrying Southern States, and to this 
end it honors, rewards and supports men of the 
MAHONE and RIDDLEBERGER stamp, not in 
spite of the fact that they were Rebels, but be- 
cause they were Rebels. It has no use for the 
life-long Republicans of Virginia and treats 
them with cold consideration as compared with 
the men through whom it is trying to establish 
a straight Confederate ascendency in the poli- 
tics of that State. 

In view of this overshadowing fact, the fuss 
Republican organs are pretending to make about 
the nomination of ex-Confederates by the Demo- 
crats of Missouri is such a hollow mockery that it 


amounts to a wanton reflection on the intelli- 


gence and good sense of their readers. The time 
has gone by for making gallant and faithful 
service on either side a test of party orthodoxy 
or a reason for refusing to trust a man in office. 
When the Republican party no longer does it, 
and ex-Confederate Democrats all over the 
Union have for so many years given the most 
cordial support to Union soldier nominees, it is 
plais poppycock to impute any nomination in 
Missouri to old war sentiments. The Demo- 
crats who -now seem about to nominate MAR- 
MADUKE over a competitor who was also in the 
rebel army, are the same Democrats who four 
years ago nominated a Union soldier over Mar- 
MADUKE. 

This proves as clearly as acts can 
prove anything that the color of the 
uniform a Democrat wore twenty years 
ago can neither secure him a Democratic 
nomination nor deprive hii of it in this State, 
To nominate a man because he was a rebel sol- 
dier would be monstrously absurd, but not 
more so than to refuse hima nomination for 
that reason. The Democrats of Missouri have 
not been justly chargeable with either absurd- 
ity so far, and will probably be guiltless of it in 
the future. But forthe sake of appearances 
that will not encourage appeals to old war 
prejudices, it is to be hoped that they may this 
time again present a ticket so fairly repre- 
senting all elements of the party that it will si- 
lence that sort of clamor. 


A KANSAS BOLT. 

After a stormy session the Prohibition Cen- 
tral Committee of Kansas have issued an ad- 
dress calling a State Convention to meet in 
Topeka, September 2, for the purpose of nom- 
inating a Prohibition State ticket and St. John 
electors. 

In assigning reasons for their course they say 
that the Republican party, which ‘“‘has prided 
itself on being the temperance party and the 
exponent of morality and progress,” ignored 
the Prohibition question in its National Con- 
vention, and in Kansas compromised on a plat- 
form and candidate for Governor avowedly ac- 
cepted for the purpose of conciliating the Anti- 
Prohibition wing of the party. The Repub- 
lican nominee for Governor of Kansas, they 
say, is not a Prohibitionist, but simply stands 
by the law and favors its enforcement so long 
asitremains on the statute books, and the 
State platform on which he stands simply 
affirms this, and nothing more. At the 
same time his party is divided on the question 
and one wing insists on continuing the agita- 
tion for a resubmission of the prohibition sec- 
tion of the Constitution to the people. The 
comrnittee protest against this as a step back- 
ward and call on all true Prohibitionists not to 
let their standard be lowered or their cause be 
sacrificed to maintain the unity and serve the 
campaign exigencies of the Republican party. 

We observe that VAN BENNETT’s name heads 
the signatures affixed to this address. VAN left 
the Democrats to help the Republicans fasten 
Prohibition on Kansas, and he doubtless repre- 
sents a considerable class of voters who will 
vote the Republican ticket only when it is an 
out-and-out Prohibition ticket nominated on an 
out-and-out Prohibition platform, But the great 
mass of Kansas Prohibitionists are Republicans 
who, like their brethren in lowa and Maine, 
regard BLAINE as a true and tried friend of Pro- 
hibition, and the Republican party as the one 
through which all the success of Prohibition 
has been achieved, the party on which it must 
depend for all its future successes. Still, there 
are other States, like [Dlinois and Indiana, 
where there is less ground for Prohibition confi- 
dence in the Republican party, and there is 
every reason to believe that its past relations 
tothe Maine policy will cut like a two-edged 
knife in this contest. 
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To-pay's primaries will furnisha very fair 
test of the significance of the complaints which 
come so frequently from our “best citizens,” 
about the condition of local politics, We can- 
not promise that the utmost efforts of the 
friends of honesty to~<day will prevail against 
the consolidated power of the bummers who 
have things pretty generally under their con- 
trol. But wesaythatif our best citizens on 


‘any excuse or pretext whatever stay away from 


the voting places today, they should forever 
after hold their peace about the resulta. And 
we say, furthermore, that if the men who have 
only an honest interest in politics, the men who 
are prominent by their business and social 
standing—if the men who are prominent out. 
side of politics were to exert their influence in 
politics, they would have a very easy campaign 
in routing the bummers, who merely occupy 
an undisputed territory.

I notice that the usual call for an investigation of 
the management of the Soldiers’ Home is being 
taken up by the newspapers, and that the veterans 
are demanding less discipline and barracks and 
more privileges and home. This isall very well, but 
while the investigation is on hand, let it enter into 
both sides. The old soldiers need investigation as 
badly as the management; at least this is the case 
at the Da)ton Home, It is an undisputed opinion 
among those who have the best means of knowing 
that the Home is filled with able-bodied dead-beats. 
By this is not meant to affirm that all the occupants 
are so by any means, but manyare so. A few days’ 
residence in Dayton will convince any one of this 
fact, and of the further fact that the discipline must 
necessarily be rigid to keep the veterans within 
bounds. Not long ago, while in Dayton, I drove to 
the Home, and on the way out I passed a number of 
the veterans going from the city in a maudlin state 
of intoxication, and on the way back the road looked 
as if it had been the scene of a heavy running fight, 
as nearly every fence corner was decorated with a 
blue coat, the owner of which had succumbed to the 
enemy, and was sleeping off his drunk before re- 
turning tothe Home. With such an enemy to fight 
discipline would appear to be necessary. 


Tne old soldiers are allowed to go out to work 
when they choose, and some of them do so in sum- 
mer time. A gentleman told me that he had just 
lost a handy soldier whom he employed to do chores 
around his farm. He said he wasa strong, able fel- 
low, and he asked him why he stopped. “Well,” he 
replied, frankly, “if I stay away from the home 
any longer Iam afraid they will think that Iam 
able to take care of myself, and I might be dis- 
charged, so I want togo back fora while.” Most 
of them only stay out long enoughto make a little 
pocket money. 

Ir has been discovered that one of the most 
thorough disinfectants for cholera is carbolic acid 
applied to the mustache.

THE WEEK ABROAD. 

Tae question of water supply is agitating Lon- 
doners at present, in view of the enormous amount 
required for daily consumption, and the bad quality 
of a large part of the water furnished by the com- 
panies. At the beginning of the present year the 
daily supply required was 139,560,229 gallons, an in- 
crease of nearly one hundred millions in thirty years. 
A large part of the burden of this inctease falls on 
the Thames, which is actually showing aconsidera- 
ble diminution in volume, sufficient to create alarm. 
More than this, the sewage carried off by the 
Thames is so great as to render the water extremely 
impure, and statistics show that the mortality In 
those portions of the city supplied with water from 
the river was more than three times greater than in 
other portions during cholera years. 


A CORRESPONDENT of the London Times offers a 
a very rough and specific method of checking the 
spread of epidemics such as cholera, He suggests 
that the ports in which the disease has broken out 
be burned completely, so that nota vestige of the 
towns willremain. He does not say whether the 
disease-stricken people shall be included in the con- 
flagration, but itis suggested further that the rest 
of the worid will willingly bear the expenses inci- 
dent to this disinfectant method. 


Ove of the chief attractions of the Health Exhi- 
bition in London is a Chinese court. Here every- 
thing pertaining to Chinese life is shown. There 
gre Chinese drawing-rooms, bed-roonis, kitchens 
and dining-rooms; a Chinese theater, where per- 
formances are given, Chinese bands which dis- 
course Chinese music. There is also a Chinese res- 
taurant, where all the dainties of the Celestial Em- 
pire, such as sharks’ fins, sea slugs, birds’ nest soup, 
Shoah-sing wine punches and real tea. It is the 
most popular spot in the exhibition. 


Frew women would have the nerve and presence 
of mind ascribed to one in an incident an account of 
which appeared in a London paper. This lady was 
taking an evening stroll on the Thames embank- 
ment when she was met by a dandily-dressed young 
man, who, addressing a remark to her, snatched 
her purse, watch and chain.

property. 


A RATHER peculiar character has just died inWales 
in the person of Dr. George A. Walker. better known 
as “Graveyard” Walker. He received his sepulchu- 
ral nickname by the persistent riding of a hobby 
which was an uncompromising opposition to intra- 
mural burial. His constant agitation of the subject 
resulted finally in the law against church interments 
and was instrumental in the opening of public ceme- 
teries, At one time he obtained possession of a chap- 
el in London, from which he took several thousand 
dead bodies and buried them in one immense grave 
He was looked upon, therefore, as the father of the 
modern graveyard in England. 

Tuers is a curious law still in existence in London, 
which provides that no baker shall bdke or sell 
bread on Sunday within ten miles of the Royal 
Exchange. That this law, which is only applicable 
to a necessity and leaves venders of luxuries free to 
do as they please on Sunday, is yet operative, has 
recently been demonstrated by the trial of several 
bakers under it, and the imposition of fines in all 
cases. The other employments placed under the 
ban by similar laws are only those of a mechanical! 
nature. 


TrutTu mentions an Alderman, who, since the af- 
fray in which an unarmed policeman was shot by 
an armed burglar, has suggested that an armed 
burglar should be punished by flogging for carry”

Fottowtna the lead of various schemes that have 
been successfully worked in Paris, two enterprising 
Frenchmen have just been caught attempting to 
perpetrate a gigantic fraud on the public. Acting 
on the suggestion of scientific men that the desert 
of Sahara could be reclaimed and made fertile, two 
men named Menier and Allemand, formed a Sahara 
company with a capital stock of 400,000 francs, for 
the ostensible purpose of putting the suggestion into 
practical operation. One half of the money was to 
be paid the founders for the idea and for certain 
surrounding lands. The swindle was discovered, but 
not until one of the men had escaped. Both were 
sentenced to imprisonment and to pay fines. 


An old feature of the English amusement world 
has just been broken up. Wombweill’s, or asit has 
been called of recent years, Edmonds’ Collection of 
Wild Beasts, has been sold and dispersed. Itis by 
far the oldest menagerie in Engiand, having fur- 
nished amusement and instruction to the English 
people for considerably over half a century, and 
men who have grown gray remember it as the chief 
delight of their chiidhood. It was always an ex- 
tensive collection and if not the largest as compared 
with that at the zoological gardens, and one or two 
others, it exhibited in the heart of London and was 


the most popular. 


Turre appears to be a vast difference between the 
European and Chinese ideas of justice, as has been 
lustrated recently by a split in the mixed court 
which was established at Shanghai. The judges were 
a Mr. Giles, an Englishman, and a Chinaman named 
Huaug. Thetwo judges could never agree, espe- 
cially as Judge Huaug seemed to be constitutionally 
opposed to giving judgment against any Chinaman 
who was possessed of property.

Finally, in one 
flagrant case in which Huaug obstinately refused to 
give judgment, or in fact to do anything but dis- 
miss the defendant, the English judge jeft the bench 
and broke up the court.

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‘BURNED 10 THE GROUND 


The Gauss Planing Mill Destroyed 
by Fire This Morning. 


Narrow Escape From a Fiery Death by 
Many of the Men—No One Seriously 
Hurt—Exciting Scenes on Six- 
teenth and Cass Avenue 
—Details of the Fire. 


At 8:15 o'clock this morning the extensive planing 
mill and box factory of Henry Gauss & Sons on 
new Sixteenth street and Cass avenue, was discov- 
ered to be on fire. For some reason the alarm 
was not sounded until after the blaze had gained 
such headway as to make it altogether hopeless to 
attempt saving the building, and when the Fire De- 
partment reached the scene it devoted its energies to 
saving the adjoining property. The mill occupied 
the corner of new Sixteenth street and Cass avenue, 
reaching about a hundred feet each way from the 
corner. By 8 o'clock it was a complete wreck, and 
afew minutes later all of the walls had partially 
fallen except the northwest and southwest corner. 
The blaze was an exceedingly hot one, and fora 


time it was feared that the whole block would have 
to go, and the Peters’ furniture factory was in seri- 
ous danger for some time. The great clouds of 
smoke rolled away to the south and every 
indication pointed to a great conflagration. 
The origin of the fire was in the shavings vault, in 
which some sparks accidentally got, and the blaze 
spread my over the entire building which was 
fullof inflammabie material. dried and ready for 
burning. So quickly did the fire overrun the mill 
that the men at work had great difficulty in escap- 
ing. They were blinded by the thick smoke. and 
had it not been for the porch in front of the build- 
ing the mill would have been the pyre for many a 
poor laborer. 

The house next the mill on Cass avenue, No. 1452. 
the property of Mr. Gauss. the proprietor of the 
mill, was also burned. the front eing slightly 
damaged and the rear entirely destroyed. On 
new Sixteenth street Mr. Gauss’ own house is next 
the mill. Through the strenuous efforts of the de- 
partment this building was saved, the roof being 
shghtly scorched, but no serious damage being 

one. 

On the southwest corner of Sixteenth and Cass 
avenue, across from the mill, is the dry goods store 
of Anders J. Hallstrom, the roof of whic 

REPEATEDLY CAUGHT FIRE. 

This building, as well as the stock, belongs to Mr. 
Hallstrom. "Phe house was damaged about $1,000 
and the stock about $200 by water. Mr. Halistrom’s 
insurance on the house was in the Franklin $2,000: 
Jefferson, $2,000; the Washington, $2,500: the Lan- 
caster, $2,500; total, $9,000. On the stock the 
North St. Louis Insurance Company held 
$4,290; Jefferson, $2,000; St. Louis Mutual, $2,000:

Mr. Henry Gauss, sr.. was seen by a reporter, 
but was too much excited to make any statement. 
He said that the mill was heavily stocked, and 
while his insurance was large, he did not belive that 
it would nearly cover the loss. Mr. Gauss has just 
completed an addition tothe milland the tremend- 
ous loss which has fallen upon him, makes him en- 
tirely unwilling to converse.

SCENE OF GREAT EXCITEMENT. 

The flames had spread with alarming rapidity 
throughout the building and were already leap- 
ing furiously from many of the windows. There 
were in the factory at the time nearly one hundred 
and fifty employes, the bulk of whom were employ- 

in the two upper stories, and thep, finding escape 
by the stairway cutoff,rushed to’such of the windows 
as were not at the mercy of the flames and cried for 
assistance. Their position, especially those in the 
top story, was a most perilous one. The flames§were 
fast encroaching upon them within 
them within the burning building and the 
only immediate prosyect of escape from death by 
fire seemed to lie in leaping tothe brick sidewalk be- 
neath. The livesof many of the imperiled work- 
men were saved by a happy circumstance. Only a 
few days ago Mr. Gauss had decided to havea porch 
built at the northeast corner of the factory. It was 
finished yesterday evening, and its presence enabled 
the employes to save their lives. Those in the sec- 
ond story found it an easy matter to drop upon it 
from the window,and about forty excited men 
crowded together in the attempt to secure an early 
escape. Those inthe top story were quick to take 
the hint, and the foreman of that floor, who dis- 
paves great coolness in the trying emergency, 
rought a couple of long boards 
whic he d. so that they provided 
slides from the window tothe porch, down which 
the men glided in rapid succession. They were not 
a minute too soon. While there were still a dozen of 
them left anxiously awaiting their turn, the flames 
drew so near that they were obliged to lean out of 
the window for air. The last man down, a sash- 
maker named Emil Grau, who was actually on fire 
as he slid down the board, his shirt flaming, while 
his pants were badly scorched. 

The heat of the fire by the time it had gained full 
possession of the building, and the flames were 
pour out from all the windows, was terrible. 

‘hief Lindsay had his right hand so badly scorched 
that a large blister was raised upon it. 
An employe of the factory, whose 
name could not be learned, was _ severely 
burned on the right arm while in the factory, and 
in sliding down the board the same limb was so 
severely wrenched that he was obliged to be taken to 
the Dispensary. The cornice on W. H. Quernheim’'s 
hardware store, directly across Cass avenue from 
the burning building, was scorched, as was also the 
sign of Kelleman’s beer saloon on the northwest 
corner of Sixteenth and Cass avenue. Notwith- 
standing the almost unbearable heat. the gallant 
firemen emulated the example of their leader and 
stood up nobly to the work of saving the threatened 
buildings to the west of the one whose destruction 
was an assured fact before they had time to reach 
the scene of the fire. 

The first alarm brought out engines Nos. 4, 5, 9, 13 
and 19, to which the second alarm added Nos. 12, 14, 
17 and 18 and hook and ladder companies 2 and 3. 

Adolph Mewn, a boy whowas working on the 
third floor of the factory when the fire broke out, 
told a reporter that the alarm was given there even 
before the people on the second floor knew that 
there was anything wrong. A dense volume of 
smoke rolled in on the floor, and the men and boys

and ran for the stairway. There was quite a crush 
there for a moment or two, the 
struggling massof panic-stricken men becoming 
jammed in. They next made their way out on the 
porch and then down by the uprights to the ground, 
every one getting out without a scratch or a burn. 
Neun says that the fire evidently began with the 
shavings and was in full control of the mill long be- 
fore the alarm was sounded or any engines ap- 
peared. The boiler exploded a few minutes after 
the mén got out. The whole matter occurred so 
quickly that wonder there 
Was not some casualty. Thanks to 
the several stairways, however, the men 
were all able to escape quickly, and the porch fur- 
nished an invaluable aid to the men who were get- 
ting out. 

A gentieman well acquainted with the proprietors 
of the factory said that it was, at the time the fire 
occurred, as busy a place as could well be imag- 
ined. “Henry Gauss & Sons were full of business, 
and this misfortune comes at a bad time for them. 
They were engaged on a very big box contract for 
the Dozier-Weyl Cracker Company, and had lots of 
work on hand in the door a sash departments. 
They had just increased their facilities very largely, 
and had placed some very expensive new machin- 
ery on the lower floor and in the basement. 
They had a capacity for employing 150 hands, and 
Il am sure there were not less than that number of 
men in the building at the time the fire broke out 
this morning.”

Novel Plans for Incinerating the 
Bodies of Our Dead.

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Open Graves and Sealed Catacombs Dis- 
countenanced and the Blazing Fur- 
mace Recommended as a Satis- 
factory Substitute—How the 
Remains are Reduced 
to a Handfal 
of Ashes.

“ And so, from hour to hour, we ripe and ripe, 
And then, from hour to hour, we rot and rot; 
And thereby hangs a tale.” 


“We don't say that we can prevent the human 
form from ripening,” said a prominent member of 
the United States Cremation Company yesterday, 
“but we do claim that cremation does away with 
the rottihg, the putrefaction, the changing of the 
body into slimy, green, foul-smelling mould. Itisa 
clean, healthful method of disposing of the dead. 
Plans have beer submitted for a crematory to be 
built over in Williamsburg, and we have bought and 
paid for a tract of ground on Mount Olivet avenue. 
In a short time we hope to begin work on the fur- 
nace, and then,” rubbing his hands at the delightful 
prospect, “weshall ve able to incinerate ten bodies 
every day.” 


_ 


THE CREMATORY. 
The company has not yet adopted plans for the 
building, and the artist has sketched in the above 
cut a cheap foreign crematory. Unfortunately it 
looks somewhat like a blacksmith shop. The estab- 
lishment of the New York society will be vastly 
more elaborate, itis claimed. From the outside it 
will present the appearance of a Gothic chapel. The 
marble pillars, the stained glass windows, the wind- 
ing walks leading through grassy lawns, past mur- 
muring fountains up to the broad steps, the absence 
of smoke or heat—all these will combine to make 
the place as little like a human furnace as possible. 
Inside the building there will be a chapel where ap- 
propriate burial services can be read, and in the 
basement convenient niches will be built for the 
storing away of urns containing the ashes of the 
dead. It is claimed that the place will be made so 
attractive that persons once seeing the process of cre- 
mation will long to yield themselves up to the same 
refining fire. Once let the general public under- 
stand the merits of cremgtion and the cemeteries 
are doomed, say the advocates of incineration. 
FIORRORS OF THE - TOMB. 
That graveyards are hotber's of disease most phy- 
sicians agree. A few go further and declare that to 
bury the dead isa foul, barbarous, heathenish cus- 
tom. The lowest savages bury their dead, the more 
civilized barbaridns burn them, but the refined na- 
tious of Europeand America go back to the savage 
custom of putting putrefying bodies under ground. 
“Should the doors of these death dungeons be 
opened,” said a prominent physician, “and the in- 
mates of the charnel-houses be seen in all the re- 
pulsive loathsomeness of protracted putrefaction 
wherein through long decades of centuries ‘the 
worm.dieth not and the fire is not quenched,’ there 
would be no more advocates of burial. Once let the 
public see the green, putrefying mould oozing 
through the rotting boards of a slimy coffin, the fat 
worms wriggling and burrowing through this mass 
of foul corruption, and no one could bear to seea 
friend put underground. Of the great cemeteries 
about New York there is not one, not even Wood- 
lawn or Greenwood, in the public lotaof which three 
or more bodies are not put inone grave. In the 
public or poor quarter of Calvary Cemetery a far 
worse state of things obtains. A trench is dug, seven 
feet wide, ten to twelve feet deep and of indefinite 
length, in which the coffins are stowed tier upon tier, 
making a flight of steps five or more deep, and with 
not enough earth to hide one from the next. And 
this isour vaunted ‘Christian burial’ in this new 
country with its myriads of broad acres! What 
shall our children say of us when they come per- 
force from stress of space to} build their dwellings 
upon these beds of pestilence?” 
A GRAVEYARD PARK. 

And so this advocate of cremation goes on to 
show that right in the heart of the city one of the 
most fashionable districts is built upon decompos- 
ing skeletons. The soft greenturf of Washington 
Park hides hundreds of rotting human forms. Dr. 
John D. Bevglass, speaking of this, said: “In 19806 
the New York Board of Health advised the removal 
of all graveyards from within the city limits and 
recommended that the then existing burial places 
be converted into parks! To some extent this was 
done and Washington Square, which was then the 
Potter's Field of New York, is one of the fruits of 
this recommendation. Sanitary science had not 
then discovered that soil saturated with the emana- 
tions of the decomposing dead would continue, for 
generations following, a plague-spot to its neighbor- 
hood. but even to this day a dense blue haze several 
feet deep rests every calm morning over Washing- 
ton Square, and a physician who lived several years 
on its western border declares it impossible to raise 
children on the ground floor of houses in that 
vicinity. And yet New York's innocents are turned

The economy of this method of disposing of the 
dead is especially recommended. The cheapest 
funeral costs neuy $100. The cost of cremation 
need not exceed $15. To this may be added, if de- 
sired, $5 for an urn, $10 for a niche im the colum- 
barium, where the urn may be kept, and $10 for 
an inscribed tablet to be placed in the wal ow 
the niche commemorative of the dead, The 
cheapest burial in a cemetery is nearly three times 
this expense.

Novel Plans for Incinerating the 
Bodies of Our Dead.

Open Graves and Sealed Catacombs Dis- 
countenanced and the Blazing Fur- 
nace Recommended as a Satis- 
factory Substitute—How the 
Remains are Reduccd 
to a Handful 
of Ashes. 


From the New York Worid. 


“ And so, from hour to hour, we ripe and ripe, 
And then, from hour to hour, we rot and rot; 
And thereby hangs a tale.” 


“We don't say that we can prevent the human 
form from ripening,” said a prominent member of 
the United States Cremation Company yesterday, 
“but we do claim that cremation does away with 
the rottihg, the putrefaction, the changing of the 
body into slimy, green, foul-smeiling mould. Itisa 
clean, healthful method of disposing of the dead. 
Plans have beer submitted for a crematory to be 
built over in Williamsburg, and we have bought and 
paid for a tract of ground on Mount Olivet avenue, 
In a short time we hope to begin work on the fur- 
nace, and then,” rubbing his hands at the delightful 
prospect, “weshall ve able to incinerate ten bodies 
every day.” 


THE CREMATORY. 
The company has not yet adopted plans for the 
building, and the artist has sketched in the above 
cut a cheap foreign crematory. Unfortunately it 
looks somewhat like a blacksmith shop. The estab- 
lishment of the New York society will be vastly 
more elaborate, it is claimed. From the outside it 
will present the appearance of a Gothic chapel. The 
marble pillars, the stained glass windows, the wind- 
ing walks leading through grassy jawns, past mur- 
muring fountains up to the broad steps, the absence 
of smoke or heat—all these will combine to make 
the place as little like a human furnace as possible. 
Inside the building there will be a chapel where ap- 
propriate burial services. can be read, and in the 
basement convenient niches will be built for the 
storing away of urns containing the ashes of the 
dead. It is claimed that the place will be made so 
attractive that persons once seeing the process of cre- 
mation will long to yield themselves up to the same 
refining fire. Once let the general public under- 
stand the merits of cremgtion and the cemeteries 
are doomed, say the advocates of incineration. 
FIORRORS OF THE TOMB. 
That graveyards are hotber's of disease most phy- 
sicians agree. A few go further and declare that to 
bury the dead isa foul, barbarous, heathenish cus- 
tom. The lowest savages bury their dead, the more 
; a ) burn them, but the refined na- 
tious of Europeand America go back to the savage 
custom of putting putrefying bodies under ground. 
“Should the doors of these death dungeons be 
opened,” said a prominent physician, “and the in- 
mates of the charnel-houses be seen in all the re- 
pulsive loathsomeness of protracted putrefaction 
wherein through long decades of centuries ‘the 
worm.dieth not and the fire is not quenched,’ there 
would be no more advocates of burial. Once let the 
public see the green, putrefying mould oozing 
through the rotting boards of a slimy coffin, the fat 
worms wriggling and burrowing through this mass 
of foul corruption, and no one could bear to see a 
friend put underground. Of the great cemeteries 
about New York there is not one, not even Wood- 
lawn or Greenwood, in the public lotaof which three 
or more bodies are not put inone grave. In the 
public or poor quarter of Calvary Cemetery a far 
worse state of things obtains. A trench is dug, seven 
feet wide, ten to twelve feet deep and of indefinite 
length, in which the coffins are stowed tier upon tier, 
making a flight of steps five or more deep, and with 
not enough earth to hide one from the next. And 
this isour vaunted ‘Christian burial’ in this new 
country with its myriads of broad acres! What 
shall our chiidren.say of us when they come per- 
force from stress of space to} build their dwellings 
upon these beds of pestilence?” 
A GRAVEYARD PARK. 

And so this advocate of cremation goes on to 
show that right in the heart of the city one of the 
most fashionable districts is built upon decompos- 
ing skeletons. The soft greenturf of Washington 
Park hides hundreds of rotting human forms. Dr. 
John D. Bevgilass, speaking of this, said: “In 1806 
the New York Board of Health advised the removal 
of all graveyards from within the city limits and 
recommended that the then existing burial places 
be converted into parks! To some extent this was 
done and Washington Square, which was then the 
Potter's Field of New York, is one of the fruits of 
this recommendation. Sanitary science had not 
then discovered that soil saturated with the emana- 
tions of the decomposing dead would continue, for

To this may be added, if de- 
sired, $5 for an urn, $10 for a niche im the colum- 
barium, where the urn may be kept, and $10 for 
an inscribed tablet to be placed im the wall below 
the niche commemorative of the dead, The 
cheapest burial in a cemetery is nearly three times 
this expense.

The front of the house is 
its decoration and the old bar 
as a refreshment department, and it is 
very handsomely refitted and furnished.

The effect upon entering the auditorium 
is decidedly charming and surprising. The 
first object which attracts attention is of course, the 
proscenium, and this isa very novel and original 
device, it being a broken circle witha sort of wave 
towards the base on either = side. There 
is a large head over the arch and the upper portions 
are exquisitely decorated and painted with allegor- 
ical figures upon a field of gold, Most of the proscen- 
jum however, is beautifully and heavily adorned 
in silver wite delicate tracings of graceful figures 
and foliage thereon. The effect when the theater is 
is lighted up is exquisite and entirely different from 
anything ever seen here in the same line. The cur- 
tain is a magnificent art work, and was painted to 
harmonize with the peculiar form of the proscenium 
arch. It represents in vignette placed upon a rich 
expanse of .white satin a moon-rise scene on the 
Florida coast: to the left is a clump of ims, to 
the right a mass of deep, dark foliage, and beyond is 
the ocean breaking over 4 white 
sandy beach, and a bove all thé 
moon is rising in a cloud-flecked sky, 
and shedding a flood of silver radiance over the 
scene. The drapings, however, are es vecially elab- 
orate and beautiful; on either side of the satin fleld 
are heavy folds of crimson plush, with a thick band 
of sapphire velvet, the lines of the drapery follow- 
ing the graceful curving of the proseentum. Upon 
the right is a large. elegant blue vase containing fan 
palins delicate! vlazed. which eatches and refiects 
the crimson of the plush curtain. In the front isa 
beautifully painted Persian rug, which is_ ex- 
ceedingly rich in the peculiar and artistic arrange- 
ment and mingling of the colors, 

It is here in place to state that the curtain was paint- 
ed by Messrs Noxon.Albert & Toomey, and the same 
firm has supplied the Casino with one of the finest, 
most complete and richest sets of stock scenery be- 
hind the lights of any theater in America. The stage 
proper is 40 feet wide, 23 feet deep, 40 feet high, the 
woscenium opening being 20 feet wide and 22 feet 
figh. The stage equipment is excellent, and thé sets 
will be raised ahd lowered after the latest 
approved methods. To the left are large 
and commodious dressing rooms, and these will be 
further added to by an “L,"’ which will be extended 
into adjoining premises.

The auditorium is 2% feet high,the roof and walls 
having been raised some tweive feet. Itis forty 
feet wide and ninety deep, there being a fall of 
three feet and sixinches in the parquette, which 
enables a full view of the stage 
from all parts of the parquette. The 
roof is a novelty in theater construction, 
being an open trussed roof delicately tinted in lav- 
ender, with neat frescoing of leaves and wreaths. 
The right side of the auditorium is handsome, with 
large panels of rich and varied designs upon heavy 
backgrounds of old gold. The borders are of gold 
and bronze, and above these is an unbroken row 
of large and magnificent windows of stained glass, 
opening upon an uninterrupted sweep 
southward, and affording full and perfect 
ventilation, The gallery is Placed well 
back and the front of gold filagree extends straight 
across the house, commecting on the left with the 
boxes, which are nine in number, and extefid from 
the ‘Fallery to the proscenium. These are sup- 
ported by strong pillars, which are decorated, as are 
the boxes, very richly with fantastic mouldings in 
gold with pointings of mazarine 

ue and acarlet, Above these is 
the baleony, n delightful open tier, 
which will become very popular, and which will be 
devoted to social parties. The whole effect is 
superb, and there is an absolute alirof space and 
cosiness which assimilate in the excellent arrange-

HOW IT CAN BE DONE. 


Colonel Filad Makes Several Suggestions in 
Reference to Street Sprinkling. 

The following are the salient points of a report on 
street sprinkling submitted to the Beard of Public 
Improvements by Col. Flad yesterday, which is the 
result of a very careful investigation of the sub- 
ject, extending over a period of several months: 
have 


quantity of waterto be thrown to the linear foot 
over an 18foot strip at cne passage should be 
three-quarters. of a gallon, and that the sprinkling 
should be done twice bet ween midnight and 6a. m., 
and once between 1 o'clock p. m. and 7 o'¢lock p. m. 
Black pavement (wood or stone) should receive six 
sprinklings per day; half a gallon of water per 
linear foot. Hours of sprinkling between 5 o'clock 
a, m. to o'clock noon, and 1 o'clock p. m. to 5 
o'clock p.m. Monolithic asphaltum roadway, eight 
sprinklings per day, one-fifth of a gallon per linear 
foot.

. This calculation is made upon the supposition 
that the plugs are placed 900, 1,200 2.500 feet 
apart, according to the nature of the roads to be 
sprinkled ; but if the plugs were set double that dis- 
tance apart the a propriation for plugs would of 
course be redu one-half, but, on the other hand, 
the work of sprinkling and the cost to the contract- 
ors would be largely increased, and an incréased 
appropriation for contractors would therefore be 
necessary. The specifications accompanying the re- 
port prescribe that the sprinkling season 6 ex- 
tend from March 1 to December 1, and that the 
wagons shall travel at the rate of two miles and a 
half per hour. The work is to be aqne under the 
supervision of the Street Commissioner. The ordi- 
nance prepared authorizes the Street Commissioner 
to appoint, without the approval of the Mayor, a 
superintendent of sprinkling at an annual salary of 
$1,800, and an inspector of sprinkling for every 
twenty miles of street to be sprinkled at a salary of 
$110 per month, the inspector to furnish his own 
horse and buggy. 


WON'T PAY THEIR TAXES, 


A Glimpse at the Delinquent Tax 


List of the District of 
Columbia. 


Secretary Chandler and Senator Chaffee on 
the Black List Along With John Sher- 
man—The Dude of the House— 
Peppermint Oil. 


WASHINGTON, August 6.—The Collector of Taxes 
for the District of Columbia furnishes just now an 
interesting list of names and statement of back 
taxes. Every year about this time he issues a neat 
little volume of about 300 pages, with the prelimi- 
nary remark upon the title page that ‘‘in compliance 
with’ an act of Congress, etc., he will, on such a 
day, between such and such hours, sell at public 
auction the real estate indicated in the subjoined 
list, upon which taxes are assessed and unpaid. 
That men in public positions, and in receipt of quite 
comfortable salaries, are either forgetful of their 
business, or sometimes “hard run,” is evident 
from the developments of Tax Collector 


Cook's — publicatien. Among the names in 
this interestitig work is that of Wm. E. Chandler,Sec- 
retary of the Navy. The chapter devoted to Mr. 
Chandler states that the whole tax on lots 172, 173, 
174, 175, 176, 177, 178, 179, 180, 181, 182, 183, 184, 185,

PEPPERMINT OIL, 

The announcement from New York, that the oil of 
peppermint has doubled in value since the recent 
cholera scares, lends interest to a statement furnish- 
ed by the, Department of Agriculture regarding the 
protection of the oil in this country. It says that 
about 3,000 acres of land, principally in Wayne 
County, New Vork, is devoted to the production of 
peppermint oil, which ts superior to any other in the 
worid, except a smal! place in England, It is plant- 
ed early in the spring and is now being harvested. 
Ata pressure of 40 pounds the oil of the peppermint 
plant is volatilized, and. mixing with the steam 
is carried along to the worm, where it is condensed 
and the mixed oil and water is discharged into the 
receiver.

The {1] success of the last season was not only 
Pemarked in St. Louis circles but was very gen- 
eral all over the country, and there werea 
mumber of very legitimate and logical reasons 
for the same.

A Colored Gentleman's Experience 
With Wild Animals. 


‘“‘No, I never feel nervous,” said Cetewayo, 
otherwise Mr. Porter, the colored gentleman 
who exercises the lions at the London aquarium. 
“You see, I worked my way up among an- 
imals, beginning at the smaller sorts and goi 
upward through the snakes to the lions anc 
tigers. I learned my business from an excel- 
lent man named Conkling. I well remember 
the first time I entered acage of lions. There 
were two lions and one tiger.. My master 
stood outside with his whip. I aid not feel 
afraid, | was so used tothe animals. Yes, of 
course, there is a certain amount of danger. 
For instance, a short time since, I was giving a 
‘parade’ when there had been a heavy storm of 
rain, and my foot slipped on the floor of the 
cage, which was wet. In a minute they were 
all upon me, and began ‘chawing’ away at my 
leg. However, I had a ‘turn-up’ with them 
with my whip, and to get out of the 
cage. That job laid me up in hospital for two 
months. There is not much difficulty in teach- 
ing lions to leap over fire. You see, they soon 

et in the way of jumping over the board, and 
then the rest is easily managed. The lion that 
lies down at the oe of the « is the quietest: 
but he would be the worst of the lot if he saw 
his chance. No, you don’t seemany Amcrican 
negroes (like myself) at this business. The 
native Africans and the native West Indians 
are the best at it, used as they are to live in 
the neighborhood of wild beasts, The natives 
of India are brave enough when ‘beating’ on a 
hunting expedition, in the open, but they are 
afraid to go into acage with a lion or tiger. The 
tthing in net ge lions in good condition 
not to over-f them. You will see many 
animals in menageries and zoological gardens 
who do not look as healthy as ours do, though 
they have actually more room. The reason is 
they get too much to eat, and not enough ex- 
ercise. Ten pounds of meat a day is ample for 
any lion. Besides, you see, ours perform twice 
daily. And the work is good forthem. On 
Sundays we cut up bullocks’ livers for them, 
and that acts like medicine upon the animals. 
Yes, that cage cost alotof money. You see, 
it lloses down like a telescope until it is only 
three or four feet high. That tusker there,” 
(pointing to a large elephant who drags in the 
cage) “is adevil. He has killed three keepers 
already, and he tried to = me against the wall 
yesterday. No, thanks, Idon’t drink. It’s bad 
for the nerves, and one wants them in good 
order for our business.”

The Conscience Fund. 
Washington Cor. of the Baltimore American. 

The contributions tothe conscience fund of 
the Treasury in the last fiscal year amounted to 
over $6,000, Thisfund has, sincé its establish- 
ment 2 years ago, amounted to about $250,000, 
For sone years past it has averaged from $5,000 
to $7,000 a year. The term ‘‘conscience fund” 
was originated by Trearurer Spinner. One day 
during the war he received a letter from the 
Treasury Department from a man who inclosed 
a check for $1,500, saying it represented a mis- 
ee yersee of Government funds which he 
had been guilty while a Quartermaster in the 
army. ‘Suppose we call this a contribution to 
thé conscience fund and get it announced in the 
newspapers, and perhaps we will get some 
more,” he suggested. The announcement was 
made and the Treasury becume the recipient of 
such funds. 

The largest contribution ever made was $4,000 
forwarded by an ex-revenue gauger from 
Chicago, asthe amount of a bribe received by 
him from distillers who desired to fraud the 
Government. The smallest was 9 cents, for- 
warded by a Massachusetts man who remem- 
bered that he had at one time years before used 
a mashed three-cent stamp on a letter. In order 
to relieve his conscience he sent three times the 
original steal, which he thought was a fair com- 

nsation. Many of these contributions come 

rom persons who have smuggled goods. The 
mrjority of these are from women. 
case of this sort is quoted. A lady residing in 
Canada who, years ago, smuggled into this 
country a silk dress pattern worth $100, recently 
concluded that she ought to remit the duty on 
it, and going to a Custom House official asked 
him to calculate for her the duty she would 
have paid plus the interest, which Teter done, 
she forwarded the sum to the department, omit- 
ting—as most of them do—to send her name

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"MILITARY MATTERS. 


The St. Louis Colored Guards Object 
to Sour Beans. 
, simainaleniepibieseainces 


A Meeting of the National Guard Associa- 
tion That Promises to Make Trouble— 
Military Notes and Personals. 


There is nothing so delights the military mans’ 
heart as to re-enact the scenes of war. His soul en- 
thuses amid the cracks of the blank cartridge as he 
sniffs the smoke of the sham battle,and contented by 
he lays his tired bones among the accoutrements of 
war after his meal of black coffee and boiled beans, 
partaken of by the side of the camp fire. But when 
the beans are sour it is different. 
and with the Attuck and Sumner Guards it is differ- 
ent. A week ago, with burnisbed guns and shining 
canteens, the proud colored militia marched from 
their quarters in the Four Courts to the Union De- 
pot to attend the fourth biennial reunion of the col- 
ored National Guards at Kansas City. They return 
in a different manner from that of their going. The 
following from the Kansas City Timeg explains the 
cause thereof: 


“A loud howl is going up from the visiting com- | 
De 


panies over the treatment they claim to be receiving 
at the hands of the Jordan Guards, whose guests 
theyare. Capt. J. G. Horton of the Sumner Guards, 
St. Louis, is very outspoken, and declares that they 
have been used badly ever since their arrival here, 
being quartered in a building poorly ventilated, with 
the soft side of a board, on which was scattered a 
little straw, to sleep on, and being banqueted on sour 
beans for economy's sake. ; 

“Capt. Horton yesterday telegraphed to St. Louis 
for money, he declared, and will provide for his own 
men as soon asitarrives. He states that this re- 
union is in striking contrast to those held in St, 
Louis, Columbus and Chicago, where the visiting 
brethren were banqueted and feted during their en- 
tire stay by the local companies. 

“On the other hand it is declared by some of the 
home guards that the St. Louis boys were relying 
too largely on the bounty of their guests, and the 
charge is made that the majority of the visitors 
were not only ‘flying light’ financially, but were even 
dead broke before they got up here.” 

The regular monthly meeting of the officers’coun- 
cil, composed of the field, line and staff officers, 
was held Thursday night. : 

Captain Caffe of the Sixth Regiment, Carthage, is 
in the city. 

A meeting of the Citizens’ Committee having in 
charge the distribution of $5,000, collected for mil- 
itary purposes, met during the week 
and decided that the fund be = distributed 
on a basis of attendance at drill.. It is proposed 
that each man receive twenty-five cents per driil, 
which would amount to about $10 per annum. 

Lieut. Comfort is drilling his company rerularly 
atthe Armory, preparatory for the competitive 
drill at Louisville on the 26th, 27th and 28th insts. 
The prizes offered are: First prize, $3,000: second 

rize, $1,000, and third prize, $500. The drills will 
Pe confined to infantry entirely. 

A meeting of the National Guard Association has 
been called for Wednesday evening, August 20, at 
the association rooms at the armory. Several mem- 
bers of the association were seen concerning the 
proposed meeting, which is advertised as 
very important. Some of the gentle- 
men were reluctant to speak about the mat- 
ter, but one gentleman said “Yes, the meeting will 
be a very important one. You have probably heard 
the report that Col. Meier wili not permit us to meet 
in thatroom. Now there is no danger but that we 
will meet in that room.” 

“What wil! be done at the meeting?” 

“Well the military matters will be discussed- The 
members of the association are disgusted with the 
consolidation and they will propose to organize 
a citizens’ guard on the plan of old Company A. It 
is further proposed to build an armory covering one 
block with the quarters and offices on the outside 
and a large haliin the inside. The association has 
three offers from real estate agents to build 
an armory. One gentleman proposes 
to build an armory on the assurance 
that he wil! get six per cent on his money. The 
members will be picked young men and not riff-raff. 
I have no doubt but that wecan give the proposers 
the assurance they want; then too the association 
has 380 Remingtons at the Armory that belong to 
the association, that we will get. The association 
has about $12,000 worth of property and looking 
after this will be the business of the meeting.
